language being Hebrt w.Greek aid after 
A. D. 300. Latin. Tile latter, in tbs trans- 
lation adopted by the Rdmanchurch, an!

was the first book printed, in 145C—5.' 


As far back as tbe Seventh century- 


portions of tbe Vulgate were translated 
into English, and me early versions by 
Wyclif and hisi predecessors, by Pui- 
vey and others, -were translations from' 
the Vulgate. Tynfiale used . Lather's 
German I ransla :iori of the Greek Bible. 
The authorized version of King Jame?
